The  1940  supply  of  flue-cureo  tobacco  will  be  about  as  large  as  the 

RECORD  SUPPLY  OF    1939.     ThE  ESSENTIAL  DIFFERENCE    IN  THE  SUPPLY  SITUATION  IS 

THAT  THE    1939  SUPPLY  WAS  LARGELY  THE  RESULT  OF  THE    1939  RECORD  CROP  WHEREAS 

THE  LARGE    1940  SUPPLY  HAS  RESULTED  FROM  THE    INCREASE    IN  CARRY-OVER  FROM  THE 
RECORD    1939  CROP  AND  DECREASED  EXPORTS. 

The  CURRENT  AND   PROSPECTIVE   (1941-43)   FLUE-CURED  PRODUCTION  ADJUSTMENT 
PROGRAMS  OF  THE  AGRICULTURAL  ADJUSTMENT  ADMINISTRATION,    AND  THE  PURCHASE 
AND  LOAN  ACT  IV  IT  I ES.  OF  THE  COMUOO ITY  CREDIT  CORPORATION,    ARE  EXPECTED  TO 
MAINTAIN  OR    INCREASE    IN  THE  CURRENT  SEASON  THE    1939  SEASON  AVERAGE   PRICE  OF 
14.9  CENTS  PER  POUND.     MARKET  PRICES  TO  DATE  THIS  SEASON  HAVE  BEEN  GENERALLY 
HIGHER  THAN  THOSE  DURING  THE  SAME  PERIOD    IN  1939.

The  total  19^0  tobacco  crop  in  the  United.  .States,,  as  indicated  Septerater 
i,  is  1,2^1,700,000  pounds,  -  a  decrease  of ,32. &• percent  fron  the  record  1939 
crop  of  l,SUg, 700,000  pounds.    The  largest  part,  of  the  decrease  is  in  the 
fiiie-Cured' crop,  v;hich  totaled  1,159.300,000  pounds  in  1939  '^'^^  is  estimated 
at  only  6^3,000,000  pounds  this  year,  -  a  decrease  of  ^,5  percent. 

Flue— cured  prices  so  far  this  season  for  all  types  and  practi&allj''  all 
grades  have  heen  higher  than  in  1939*     These  price  increases  are  attrihutahle 
in  large  measure  to  the  current  and  3-year  program  (19'^  1-^3)  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Adjustment  Administration  an-d  the  purchase  and  loan  program  of-  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation.    Funds  are  again  "being  advanced  "by  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  for  the  purchase  of  part  of  the  flue-cured  crop 
normally  taken  "by  British  interests.    Funds  are  also  "being  advanced  to 
exporters  in  the  United  States  ,vrlio  'ouy  for  export  to  other  countries  which  are 
una"b'le  to  import  normal  amounts  .'oecause  of  the  wa.r.    These  activities  are 
"designed  to  eliminate  the  surplus  of  flue-cured  to'ba.cco  "brought  a"bout  hy  the 
record  1939  crop  and  tho  a'Dnormally  small  exports.     The  19^0  supply  of  flue- 
cured  is  2,053  million  pounds,  a  reduction  of  more  than  50  million  pounds  from 
the  record  1939  supply  of  2, I06  million  pounds. 

The  flue-cured  marketing  quota  for  19'-i-l  has  been  proclaimed  at  6l8- 
million  pounds  v:hich  is.  the  same  as  the  l^^O  qpct&t  fitate  acreage  allot— 
iaenitS  mil'. "be.  approximately  the  sc:je  a.s  those  of  15^-0, 

Flue-cured  experts  during  July  .and  August  19^  totaled  23,339,000 
pounds,  -  39  percent  "below  tliose  for  July  and  August  1939.    Of  this  amount- 
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9»^96,000  pounds  v;ere  exported  to  the  United  Kingdom    and  6,379fOOO  pounds 
to  China,    Present  prospects  for  any  imnediate  inprovenent  in  the  export 
situation  are  not  encouraging. 

Supplies  of  Burley  and  of  Maryland  tohacco  are  a  little  belov/  those 
of  1939*    I-Iaryland  exports  for  the  first  S  nonths  of  19^0  are  less  than  half 
those  for  the  corresponding  period  in  1939* 

Tax-paid  withdrawals  of  cigarettes  have  "been  increasing.  Withdrawals 
for  the  2  nonths  July-August  19^0  totaled  32  "billion  cigarettes,  -  3  percent 
ahove  the  some  2  nonths  in  1939«     '^^s  increased  industrial  activity  "brought 
ahout  l)y  the  National  Defense  Progran  nlaj.'  "be  expected  to  result  in  a  continued 
nodorate  upward  trend  in  cigarette  consunption,  which  will  proha'bly  increase 
somewhat  the  domestic  consunption  of  flue-cvired,  Burley,  and  Maryland, 

Both  donestic  consunption  and  exports  of  dark  tobaccos  continue  to 
decline.     Supplies  are  expected  to  te  a"bove  those  of  1939. 

Tlie  19^0  supply  of  donestic  cigar  leaf  v;ill  approximate  U09  million 
pounds,  -  a  little  more  than  the  1939  supply.     The  July-August  (19^0)  tax- 
paid  v;ithdrawals  totaled  98I  million  cigars,  -  an  increase  of  1,2  percent 
over  the  sane  2  nonths  in  1939«    ^  continued  moderate  increase  in  cigar  con- 
sumption may  "be  in  prospect,

PLUE-CUaED  TOBACCO,  T"IPSS  11-lU 

Prices  generally  higher  than  in  1939 

Plue-cured  markets  opened  on  scheduled  dates.    Prices  received  "by 
growers  to  date  are  considera'bly  a"bove  those  of  the  preceding  year,  in  spite 
of  the  fo,ct  that  the  total  flue-cured  supply  as  of  July  1,  19^0  is  only  2,5 
percent  "below  the  record  supply  a  year  earlier  of  2, 105»  oOO,000  pounds. 

The  G-eo rgia-Plorida  markets  for  type  lU  opened  August  8.     Sales  were 
heavy  in  volume  on  the  opening  day  but  not  all  warehouses  were  full  as  on 
the  opening  day  in  former  3-ears,  probably  because  of  some  skepticism  concern- 
ing prices  in  the  face  of  the  near- record  supply.    ViTith  prices  turning  out  to 
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"be  hifrher  than  ha^.  "been  expected'  dnrin,^  the  first  week,  growers  rushed  their 
to'bacco  to  riirket,  and  capr.city  .sal?s  continued  until  near  the  close  of  the 
markets.    Producers*  ssiL  es  for  the  season  in  Georgia  and  Florida  ^ totaled  • 
S7, 178,972  po^Jinds,  or  SI  percent  cf  the  total -type  ik  flue-cured  crop  of 
S9»675»000  pounds  cstinated  "by  the  Crop  Roportinc  Board  as  of  Scptemher  1. 
Of  the  total  producers'   sales,  79» 2^^6,276  pounds  ^^rere  narketod  in  G-eorgia 

7»932,d96  pounds  in  Florida,    Prices  received  for  all  f:rades  of  type  1^ 
were  l-_Lgher  this  year  than  in  1939.    ^^'^^  average  .price  received  for  all  sales 
was  15.6  cents  per  pound.    Most  of -the  markets' for  t;;,-pe,lU  closed  on  August 
27  and  2S;  the  last  market  closed' on  August  30,  , 

The  South  Ccxolina  ar.d  ITorth  Carolina  markets  for  t\'po  13  opened 
August  2C,    First-hand  sales  during  August  totaled  53  million  pounds,  or  U2 
percent  of  the  crop  as  estimated  Septemlier  1,  at,  an  average  price  of  IS,^ 
cents.    This  corpares  with  sales  in  August  1939  of  157  pillion  pounds,  or- 69 
percent  of  the  large  1939  crop,  at  an  average  price  of  l6,U  cents. 

East(^rn  LTorth  Carolina  markets  for  typj  12  opened  Septenoer  3  with 
prices  hi^^hjv  in  most  inst.xnces  th?n  those  received  during  the  opening  week 
of  the  193'"-  Tjp.rketing  season.     The  I9U0  crop  of  .t;-pe  12  indicated  Septonher 
1  is  2:.3,2'-i-0;U0C  pc-'unds  ,  which  is  a'oout  one-half  as  large  as  the  1939  crop. 
The  average  for  the  1939  crop  v;as  15.^  ce-nts  per  po'ond,. 

Middle  Belt  markets  for  t^rpe  llh  opened  Septenter  17  with  practically 
all  grades-  selling  at  hishar  averages  than  on  the  opening  day  in  1939.  '^^^ 
t'Ulk  of  the  j-alcs  on  tha  opening  day  ranged  from  12  cents  to  27  cents  per 
pound,  with  the  largest  increases  in  the. fair  to  fine  quality  lugs  and 
primings.    The  volume  of  sales  during  the  opening  v/eek  was  smaller  than  the 
volume  last  year,  largely  "because  of  the  smaller  crop. 

The  Old  Belt  markets  for  type  11a  opened.  Sopterahor  2U  y/ith  prices  on 
the  opening  day  considerahly  a'bovo  those  of  last' year, .  an  unofficial  estimate 
of  the  average  jeing  slightly  more  than' 20  cents.    Prices  since  the  opening 
day  have  'oeen  on  a  slightly  lov/er  level.    First-  sales  in  this  area  in  1939 
averaged  ahout  15-5  cents. 

Quantity  and  Quality  reduced  oy  ro.in 

Heavy  rains  and  floods  in  Aug'ast  reduced  "both  the  qupjitity  and  quality 
of  the  19^0  flue-c-ored  crop.     The  damage  v;as  pro h at ly  .greater  in  South  Carolina 
and  Eastern  Horth  Carolina  th^n  in  the  Middle  and  Old  Belts,  ,  :

Prices  for  all  flue-c'ared  t'/pes  so  far  this  season  have  "been  ahove 
those  received  last  season.    These  increases  in  prices  are  x>ro'ba"bly  attrih- 
uta"ble  in  large  measure  to  the  3-yGar  prohram  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustm.ent 
Administration  designed  to  reduce  the  present  surplus  stocks  "brought '  a'bout  hy 
the  1939  record  flue-cured  crop  and  current  atnorraally  small,  export.s.

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The  Comnodity  Credit  Corporation  is  again  advancing  funds  for  the 
purchase  of  part  of  the  flue-cured  leaf  which  nomally  has  "been  talcen  "by  the 
United  Kingdom.    Funds  are  also  "being  advanced  to  touacco  companies  of  the 
United  States  who  "buy  for  export  to  countries  nov;  unahle  to  import  normal 
amounts  because  of  the  war. 

Purchases  of  the  1939  flue-cured  crop  for  British  account  .reached 
» 779*000  pounds.     The  British  option,  which  extends  to  July  1,.  19^1»  has 
not  b^en  exercised  on  l6l,'456,000  poxmds  of  this  total. 

Value  of  19^0  flue-cured  crop  belov/  tliat  of  1939 

The  record  flue-cured  crop  of  1,159*320,000  pounds  brought  growers 
$172,2^7,000.    With  the  higher  prospective  level  of  prices  for  the  I9U0 
crop,  the  much  smaller  19^0  production  of  6U3, 035*000  pounds  indicated 
September  1  is  expected  to;  bring  returns  approximating  $110,000,000, 

Flue-cured  marketing  quota  for  19^1  announced 

Following  the  flue-cured  referendum  held  July  20,  19^0  when  S6  percent 
of  the  growers  voting  favored  -the  adjustment  program  for  the  3  years  19^1-^3* 
a  marketing  quota  qf  6I0  million  pounds  v;as  proclaimed  for  19'^1.  ;  State 
acreage  allotments  for  the  19^1  flue-cured  crop  v;ill  be  essentially  the  same 
as  those  for  19^0,  which  were  as  follov/s:    Alabama  500  acres;  Flo.rida  13,700 
acres;  Georgia  73*300  acres;  North  Carolina  510, 2UU  acres;  South  .Carolina 
85»^18  acres;  Virginia  77,:^0  acres,      .  . 

Cigarette  consumption  she v/s  increase 

Tax-paid  xoljhdrawals  of  15*9^3  million  cigarettes  in  July  .I9U0  repre- 
sented an  increase  over  the  same  month  in  193.9        H.^  percent.  Withdrawals 
in  August  19^0  totaled  15,3^0  million  cigarettes,  a  decrease  of  ^.^  percent 
from  V7ithj.rawals  of  the  sane  month  of  the  previous  year.    Total  July-August 
withdrav;als  in  19^0  v;ere  3  percent  above  those  of  July-August  193;9« 
appears  probable  that  domestic  demand  will  be  im.proved  further  by  the 
increased  industrial  activity  resulting  from  the  defense  program..    A  minor 
factor  contributing  to  increased  consumption  may  be  the  increased  number  in 
military  service.    _  .  ■ 

Exports  curtailed  by  trade  restrictions 

The  United  Kingdom  has  devised  tentative  plans  for  restricting  tobacco 
consumption.     The  control  plan  provides  that  (l)  withdrawal  of  leaf  from  bonded 
warehouses  in  19^1  for  .the  production  of  all  tobacco  products  (cigars  excepted) 
will  be  limited  to  90  percent  of  v/ithdrawals  during  the  12  months  ended  March 
31,  19^0;  (2)  during  19^1  manufacturers  x^rill  include  h  percent  of  Turkish  or 
Greek  tobacco  in  all  present  mixtures,  and  g  percent  after  19^1;  (3)  indiv- 
idual manufacturers  v/ill  pool  a.11  stocks  of  leaf  in  excess  of  their  average 
supply,  such  excess  stocks  to  be  made  available  to  manufacturers  who  have  less 
than  their  average  supply;  and  (^)  all  advertising  of  cigarettes  as  "pure 
Virginia"  v/ill  cease. 
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About  99  percent  cf  all  cigarettes  sold  in  the  United  Kingdx)n  have  "been 
aade  entirely  of  f lu-^.-ctired,  and  the  greater  j/art  oi  the  flue-cured  used  was 
of  United  States  crigiE..    "-^e  restriction  re5arling  the  use  of  the  v/ords  • 
"pure  Virginia*^  in  advertising  prohahly  will  "be  conducive  to  the  use  of  more 
3z5)ire-grov/n  flue-cured,  '.fiiich  in  sone  cases  is  lower  in  price  and  also  from 

to  50  cents  per  pound  cheaper  than  American  flue-cured  "because  of  the 
pref erentia]-  tariff. 

These  regulations,  together  '-'ith  exchange  restrictions,  inay  cause  some 
further  curtailnient  of  United  States  exports  of  flue-cured  to"tacco  to  the 
United  Kingdom  in  the  future.    At  present  practically  all  European  narkets 
are  closed,  at  least  tenporarily. 

According  to  a  late  ca"ble,  flue-cured  to"bacco  production  in  China,  which 
earlier  v/as  ezcpected  to  "be  140  million  pounds,  is  now  estiirated  at  a"bout  112 
million  po-onds,  or  a-oout  S  million  pounds  "beloxij-  1939  production.     The  reduced 
13^0  production  is  due  to  unfa.vorr,"ble  v/eather,  seme  disease  infection,  and 
also  to  some  extent  to  insufficient  use  of  fertilizer,    Hcv/ever,  in  spite  of 
the  reduced  flv.e-cured  crop  in  China,  United  States  eriports  to  Oriental 
coun'cries  are  not  expected  to  equal  the  large  exports  of  the  year  Just  past 
"because  of  record  prcducticrs  in  I'ancboria  and' the  Japanese  Sr.piro,  expected 
exchange  difficulties,  and  trade  restrictions. 

Cigarette  tax  increased  xr  United  Kingdom. 

On  July  24,  19^0  the  United  Zingdcn>  increased  the  duty  on  American  leaf 
to  19s.  6d.,  or  33,93  P'^r  pound  (conv.rsion  at  official  rate  of  exchange). 
This  v;as  the  third  increase  since  April  1939 1  an^  brings  the  tax  on  a  pack  of 
20  full-sized  cigarettes  to  a"bout  20  cents,  compared  with  the  Federal  tax  of 
6,5  cents  per  pack  of  20  in  the  United  States.
